Film RIOTING BY 
IS 
NOW BENIC 


Several Killed, Many Wound­ 
ed, Violent Protest at 
Grievances 


LONDON, Mar. 8.—Early reports of 
the riots in the Canadian army camp 
at Rhyl were exaggerated, according 
to authoritative 
inform ation 
today. 
The trouble resulted in the death of 
five persons and the wounding of 21, 
it was learned. Damage was estim ated 
at $150,000. 
The num ber of 
rioters 
was estim ated at from 
400 
to 
600. 
One hundred men are under 
arrest, 
including twelve civilians. 


LONDON, Mar. 8 — Official investi­ 
gation was being m ade today of the 
riot of Canadian soldiers at Rhyl 
in 
which from five to twenty-seven were 
killed and 20 to 73 
were 
wounded. 
The 
disturbances 
began 
Tuesday 
night and continued 
through 
Thurs­ 
day night. 
Several of the 25.000 soldiers aw ait­ 
ing transportation home at Rhyl de­ 
cided to hold 
dem onstration to air 
their grievances over delayed demobi­ 
lization and non-receipt of back pay. 
The outbreak is said to have started 
at a shouted signal, “Come 
on, 
Bol­ 
shevik!!” The rioters seized 
stores, 
fired on officers’ quarters 
and 
soon 
gained control of the camp. 
They al­ 
so raided the barracks of the women’s 
auxiliary corps and looted 
it of 
Its 
clothes. 
A major of New Brunswick 
who had won the Victoria Cross, 
is 
said to have been tram pled to death 
in an attem pt to defqpd the officers’ 
quarters.

Fri­ 
day morning a m ajor general w’ho ar­ 
rived at the camp from the war office 
in an airplane addressed the men and 
assured them their grievances would 
be adjusted immediately. He promised 
they will be demobilized at the rate 
of 10,000 a week and said the next 
four tr$nsports would be 
placed 
at 
their disposal. 
The soldiers returned to their quar­ 
ters and no further trouble had been 
reported today. 
Tw enty of the ring­ 
leaders alleged to be of foreign 
ex­ 
traction, are said to be under arrest. 
Owing to the lack of official informa­ 
tion no definite report has been 
re­ 
ceived of the casualties. 
One report 
said 12 officers were killed. The dam­ 
age was estim ated at $25,000.

<*|Vliat is the present duty of those 
of us who opposed the adoption of 
th s Eighteenth Amendment 
to 
the 
Federal Constitution? * * * It is now 
the duty of every good citizen in the 
premises, no m atter what his previous 
opinion of the wisdorti or expediency 
of the Amendment, to urge and vote 
for all reasonable and practical legis­ 
lative measures by Congress adapted 
to secure the enforcem ent of 
this 
Amendment. 
Those who claim th a t 
the Amendment has not been consti­ 
tutionally adopted, have nothing sub­ 
stantial on which to base their claim. 
The further argum ent that the Amend­ 
m ent is void 
because 
inconsistent 
with the fundamental 
constitutional 
compact as to personal liberty, or re­ 
served powers of the states is ‘moon­ 
shine.’ 
This is a democratic govern­ 
ment, and the voice of the people ex­ 
pressed through the machinery pro­ 
vided by the Constitution for its ex­ 
pression and by constitutional m ajor­ 
ities is supreme. 
Every loyal citizen 
m ust obey. 
This is the fundamental 
principle of free government. 
It is 
this principle which the Bolshevik! are 
lighting with wholesale assassination 
and starvation of their fellow citizens. 
One who in the m atter of 
national 
prohibition holds his personal opinion 
and his claim of personal liberty to 
be of higher sanction than this over­ 
whelming constitutional expression of 
the people is a disciple of practical 
Bolshevism.”

have passed through the assembly, 
ana the bill is now up to the senate, 
a bill providing for the closing of the 
shooting day for m igratory birds 
at 
sunset instead of half an hour after 
sunset. 
The Federal 
law 
prohibits 
shooting m igratory birds after sunset, 
and the state law will be changed to 
conform to that law.” 
A lot of bills presented by Assem­ 
blyman K rasch of Eureka have gotten 
nowhere. 
Among them are his bills 
providing for systems of bounties for 
predatory birds and 
predatory 
ani­ 
mals. 
These bounties bills will prob­ 
ably be killed soon.

Krasch has already throw n up the 
sponge so far as his elaborately dragon 
bill for doing away with the Fish and 
Game Commission is concerned. 
He 
proposed to have a paid com missioner 
take the place of the commission. He 
has found that the bill would get no­ 
where, and he has given it up.

“Don’t Want My Sons to Grow 
Up Mollycoddles,” Says 
Woman Legislator 


BOISE, 
Idaho, 
Mar. 
8.—-Twenty- 
round boxing bouts, with four-ounce 
gloves, were legalized in Idaho Thurs­ 
day afternoon, March 6, at 6:30 p. rn., 
when Gov. D. W. Davis affixed his sig­ 
nature to senate bill No. 145, by John­ 
son and Faraday. 
The bill was prepared In response 
to the demands of returned soldiers, 
sailors and m arines th a t they be al­ 
lowed to have their favorite sport in a 
legal way, free from taint. The bill 
was championed by Rev. W. S. W alker, 
senator from Boundary county, and 
Rep. Carrie H arper W hite of Twin 
Fails county, who 
declared 
in 
a 
speech before the house of representa­ 
tives Thursday morning th a t “such a 
bill as this is going to prevent a race 
of mollycoddles. 
I do not w ant my 
sons to be mollycoddles and I am sure 
other m others do not.” 
Bouts will be handled by a commis­ 
sion of three appointed by the gover­ 
nor. 
Clubs* must be licensed. 
No ex­ 
hibition shall be longer than tw enty 
rounds of three m inutes’ duration each. 
No person under 18 years of age will 
be allowed to participate in any con­ 
test and betting is forbidden. There 
shall be no unsportsm anlike conduct 
on the part of the contestants, includ­ 
ing the prohibition of abusive or in­ 
sulting language.

NEW YORK, Mar. 8 —Boxing en­ 
thusiasts throughout the country were 
Jubilant today as a result of the action 
of the Nevada legislature in passing 
the m easure perm itting 25-round con­ 
tests in th e w estern state. 
The as­ 
sembly passed thp bill over Governor 
Boyle's veto last week and the senate 
indorsem ent 
clinched 
the 
m atter. 
Many believe that Tex Rickard, pro­ 
m oter of the W illard-Dompsey heavy­ 
weight championship bout, will decide 
to stage the fight in Nevada. 
Favorable action on a sim ilar law is 
also expected in Idaho, according to J. 
Robb Brady, the m ost recent bidder 
for the championship contest. 
Brady, 
telegraphing Rickard from Pocatello, 
Idaho, has offered 1150,000 cash for the 
privilege of staging the bout. 
In his 
dispatch to Rickard Brady stated that 
the legislature 
had 
legalized 
long 
bouts and the governor was expected 
to sign. Rickard, now overdue in New 
York, is expected to pass on this and 
other bids a t an earjy date. 
Although a num ber of eastern and 
middle w estern cities are bidding for 
the match, boxing devotees 
incline 
strongly to the belief th a t the big 
fight should be decided in the W est 
over the longer route. 
T he chief ob­ 
jection to the eastern and mid-west 
era offers is the fact that' only ten, 
twelve and fifteen-round fights may be 
staged. 
Rickard’s contracts w ith Dempsey 
obligates the 
prom oter 
to 
notify 
Dempsey sixty days before the con 
test just where the action will be laid. 
The prom oter haa th e 
privilege 
of 
changing the scene of th e fight even 
after his decision haa been made but 
he m ust give ten days’ notice.

In the central and northern parts of 
California early fall rains encouraged

In the great m ajority'of cases, how­ 
ever, fanners are right now confront­ 
ing the proposition of getting IO to 30 
tons an acre of cover crops incorporat­ 
ed into the soil quickly. 
If Whe soil has a clay texture and Is

j crop worked under could not be done 
with horses without great expense and 
probably serious damage to the ensu­ 
ing fruit crop. On all soils tractor 
tools get results more economically 
thau horses.

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New Schedule Adopted By 
Supervisors Will Help 
Motorists 


New rules governing motor travel 
in and out of the Southern California 
mountain resorts in the vicinity of 
Big Bear Lake have been adopted for 
1919 by the San Bernardino Bourd of 
Supervisors and will go into effect 
immediately upon the opening of the 
Toads. 
On account of the improved high­ 
way 
conditions it is believed 
that 
more automobile parties by at least 
fifty per cent will make the Big Beat 
region their mecca thifTsummer than 
ever before, and for that reason the 
new control regulations have 
been 
adopted. 
One of the most important features 
will be the re-location of the lower 
end of the Mill Creek control to 
a 
point doVn the canyon at the 
point 
where the road forks to Forest Home. 
Another innovation will be the plac­ 
ing of concrete posts, with chains, at 
all points of control. 
More convenient hours for m o to ric 
in the opening of the roads have been 
established, these being five, eight, 
eleven and two A. M. and P. M„ go­ 
ing into the mountains, and at 6:30, 
9:30, 12:30 and 3:30 A. M. and P. M. 
coming out,. 
Time Limit Changed 
No motorist will be allow ed.to ne­ 
gotiate the distance included in tho 
control in less than one hour and 
five minutes. 
Those who do will be 
subject to arrest and fine. 
Further­ 
more, the speed limit is fixed at ten 
miles an hour. 
All cars will enter the controls in 
the order of their arrival at the points 
of control, and this will be absolutely 
adhered to. 
These regulations were drawn up by 
a committee representing the Auto­ 
mobile Club of Southern 
California 
and the Chamber of Commerce 
of 
Redlands and San 
Bernardino, 
to­ 
gether with John H. Fisher of Red­ 
lands and Max Green of San 
Ber­ 
nardino. 
With the approval of 
the 
Chamber of Commerce 
they 
were 
presented 
to 
the 
San 
Bernardino 
Board of Supervisors and were then 
adopted, being issued yesterday to 
the motoring public through the Au­ 
tomobile Club. 
#t is of particular interest to note 
that cars w ill not be called upon to 
proceed through the control in the 
order in which they enter. 
The Cal­ 
ifornia state law provides 
that 
it 
shall be the duty of a driver about to 
overtaken and passed, to give way 
in favor of the overtaking vehicles- 
ulion proper signal. 
While a driver is not allowed to 
“make'’ the control in less than one 
hour and five minutes, he cannot con­ 
sume more than one hour and thirty 
minutes in getting through. 
At the 
conclusion of an bour and a half, if 
the car has not gotten through, it 
must stop where other Xehiyles can 
pass it, and remain stopped for one 
hour and a half, that is, until the 
control is again opened in the direc­ 
tion in which he is t r a i lin g .

Officer Tells of Narrow Es­ 
cape In Rain of Hun 
Shells 


Major \V. P. Wattles, in 
command 
of the Fifty-third Telegraph Battalion, 
A. E. F.. and formerly of the Bell Tele­ 
phone Company of 
I’enusvlania, has 
recorded one of the most 
interesting 
Cadillac stories of the war. 
His de­ 
scription is as follows: 
“A few days ago I had a rather close 
shave, but over here one realizes that. 
a miss is as good as a few feet. 
I had 
gone out to inspect some 
telephone 
lines. Arriving at a little town, I stop­ 
ped my car alongside of a atone wall, 
where it would not be too visible from 
above. 
I sat for a few minutes look­ 
ing over the country through my field 
glasses. 
The Boches were shelling a 
town about three-quarters of a 
mile 
away. 
The chauffeur and T got out of 
the car and I decided to walk down 
the road where I could get 
a 
better 
view of the line. 
“When I had gone about 
seventy- 
five yards, the 
Boches 
threw 
over 
about ten shells which went over my 
head and exploded in the town behind 
me. Oh. yes. I was fiat on the ground, 
waiting for the burst of anger to sub­ 
side'—following out the saying that 
‘he who flops without delay, may live 
to flop another day., 
“When I got back to my car I found 
that one of the shells had exploded 
alongside it tearing a four-foot hole in 
the wall, hurling about two bushels of 
rock into the car, and 
riddling 
the 
body of the cai with 115 clean holes, 
not including numerous dents. 
Some 
shell fragraments had gone through 
the metal, 
the upholstery 
and 
out 
througk the other 
side. 
The 
wind­ 
shield was smashed, the top which was 
folded, was literally riddled; and there 
were seven punctures in one tire and 
four in another. 
"The only mechanical damage to the 
engine was a small hole in the water 
jacket (which we plugged with a piece 
of wood) and a small leak in the pipe 
line to the oil guage. 
“I ara still using the car. and it ex­ 
cites considerable 
curiosity; 
every­ 
one wants to know just what became 
of the occupants when 
it - .happened. 
I ani only too well pleased to tell them 
that I was not in it at the time."
